There always have been skeptics who mis­ 


trusted the people’s right and ability to talk. 


There always have been would-be authori­ 
tarians who wanted all orders to be issued 
from on high and obeyed down below. 
There always have been people who exhort­ 
ed their fellow men to shut off further debate 
and achieve ‘‘unity.” 
There always have been people who talked 
about "unity” as if they thought it was the ul­ 
timate virtue, when what they reallv wanted 
was to gag the opposition 
The "unity” they 
wanted was the absence of vocal opposition 
They tried to gag the press, the people and 
the legislators. On many occasions, they have 
tried to gag one another. 


IT IS NOT easy to be free 
The sound of dissension and expressions of 
doubt grate on sensitive ears in this 
free 
country. Every fresh example of unrestricted 
debate produces a quota of people who want 
debate to be cut off before the republic tot­ 
ters and falls. 
This is the situation Sen 
Fulbright willingly 
walked into when he instigated debate on I S. 
policy in Southeast Asia 
He was making a 
proposition in representative democracy 
Can 
Americans tolerate the freedom they profess 
to cherish above all things on this earth ’ 
The answer is not yet clear, but the debate 
hi continuing 
Out of controversy is emerging 


Pragmatism 


A fascinating phenomenon is being demon­ 
strated by Ohio Gov. Jam es A. Rhodes. 
He is attracting consistent and sympathetic in­ 
terest in himself as a future national political 
figure by refusing to act as if he ever had given 
his potentialities a thought. 
This is in contrast to aspiring officials who 
pay so much attention to their potentialities they 
seem to have a shaky grasp of the actualities— 
the here and now 
The here and now is Gov. Rhodes’ dominant 
thought. 
He is concentrating on Ohio and its develop­ 
ment. He is an unashamed and outgoing prag­ 
matist about his job as governor 
He is inter­ 
ested only in things that work for Ohio — or 
things that can be made to work for Ohio. 
He has been the beneficiary of much good

Shortsightedness is giving way

The President was the greatest Senate matur­ 
ity leader in this century because, in a chamber 
full of independent and temperamental spirits. 
he was able to accomplish so much 


HE PE R SI’ADEP, cajoled, did favors, per­ 
sisted. kept his voice down 
The Frenchman 
would have been a disaster in Johnson’s Senate 
job since he seems to regard himself as the 
man on the mountain giving orders on stone 
tablets. 


When the French faced chaos rn the 1950s, 
the need for a strong man to keep the country 
together was only one of the reasons for calling 
De Gaulle from retirement 


There was this one. too 
in his lifetime he 
had become a legend representing the spirit of 
France, its refusal to be crushed, and perhaps 
a bridge between a golden past and a possible 
golden future 


Unlike so many 
other 
French 
leaders 
in 
World War II, he refused to yield to the Nazis 
and from England led the opposition to the 
Nazis. He would have been a ludicrous nothing 
if he hadn't had the Allies on which to rely 
But in his dreams of grandeur about himself 
arid France he seems to have lost touch with 
reality: not only in World War II but in World 
War I France would have perished if the Al­ 
lies had not bailed her out. 


AS FRENCH president he has ignored 'hat 
reality and. instead of cherishing a strong al­ 
liance. has splintered it by acting as if a re­ 
armed France could now stand alone against 
any enemy, which it couldn't 
He kept his British ally out of the European 
Common Market: he called the war in Vief 
Nam "stupid.” thus ignoring the fact t h a t

are both alike essential to the 
security of our countries. We are convinced 
that this organization is essential and will con­ 
tinue.” 
.Johnson would never have acted like that 
And it’s doubtful De Gaulle ever would have.

Dubinsky ‘Fashions’ Politicians

Not until the secret intelligence archives of 
many a nation are aired will the full story be 
told of the impact of freedom’s history by my 
friend, labor’s own leprechaun. David Dubinsky. 
He is a garment cutter by 
trade, a labor leader by pro­ 
fession, and a president-mak- 
er by avocation 
Dubinsky, or 
DD” as they 
say in the rag jungle where 
"h is” members of the Inter­ 
national Ladies’ G a r m e n t 
Workers’ Union toil with pins 
and needles, is the essence of 
the politico-labor man. 
. 
. 
He has fashioned politics in 
Victor Rieaw 
city and state and nation and continents as his 
people have sewn the fashions for the women 
of our land. 
He now is in the news because he has re­ 
signed as union chief. But he has been m ak ­ 
ing behind-the-scenes news for decades and will 
continue 
Many a government would not exist today. 
many a head of state would be an off-stage 
politician today, and there are American pres­ 
idents who would not have made it if not for 
the 74-year-old shrewd infighter against Com­ 
munists and crooks alike. 


THUS IT WAS LOGICAL that he would tele­ 
phone President Lyndon Johnson to inform him. 
among other matters, that he was resigning 
after 34 years. It was Dubinsky who advised 
the labor leaders at the 1960 Los Angeles Demo­ 
cratic party nominating convention to swing be­ 
hind Lvndon Johnson during those lense hours 
when the Texan was being blocked from the 
vice presidential nomination bv an angry co­ 
terie of union chiefs 
It was Dubinsky who prevented Mr. John­ 
son’s first visit to New York from becoming a 
political disaster during that campaign. When 
DD learned that the relatively unknown end of 
the Austin-Boston axis, as LBJ often put it, had 
been brushed off by the big city’s Democratic 
machine, the bantam labor chief whipped up 
an audience at the Hotel Astor Thus a fiasco 
was averted, and along with it disastrous head­ 
lines. 
When John Kennedy was finding it difficult 
attracting liberal and labor people during the 
campaign, despite all of Arthur Goldberg’s ca ­ 
joling. DD again moved in. 
The quick-silver little giant called a m ass 
rally in the garment area. And it was massive. 
More than 400.000 people turned out. And the 
word went out that JKK had come to the rag 
jungle and its polyglot denizens, symbols of 
American working class liberalism, had ac­ 
cepted him wildly 


DLBINSKY’S LIBERAL PARTY was the sym ­ 
bol of political support not alone in New York, 
hut everywhere garment workers and their al­ 
lies 
were concentrated. 
In 
many 
metropol­ 
ises they were the late John Kennedy’s margin 
of victory. 
Thus it was that on Election Night of '60 Du- 
binsky’s phone rang 
and "Lyndon” 
thanked 
"D ave’’ and put Mrs. Johnson on 
Thus it was that one day early in '61 DD was 
at the White House for a labor-management 
meeting The others had gone on to lunch, but 


Dubinsky had remained in the emptying Fish 
Room to telephone New York in an effort to 
end a strike there. 
He finished. He walked out into the corridor. 
He saw a tall figure wandering around 
DD 
asked John Kennedy where he was going 
Mr. 
Kennedy laughed and said he was new here 
and just poking around trying to get his bear­ 
ings. 
DD offered to show him around He had been 
there so manv times. 
President Kennedy chuckled and said come 
into my office They talked 
After 2ft minutes 
DD got up and said that Franklin Roosevelt 
once had told him, with typical FOR humor. 
it was unpatriotic to visit more than 20 min­ 
utes with a President of the U S — and then 
would keep DD two hours. 


THUS IT WAS that just a few hours alter 
Mr Johnson was inaugurated in that grim air­ 
plane in ’63. he telephoned DD When the little 
labor leader went down to the White House. 
Mr. Johnson, in a burst of emotion, kissed him 
There were other presidents, other campaigns 
in other lands 
It was DD who during Muss<»- 
lini's era kept alive an exiled Italian Social- 
Demoerat by name of Giuseppe Saragat Mon­ 
ey and support for Saragat’s anti-Commumst or­ 
ganization were also dispatched to Rome by DD 
after the war. Today Mr. Saragat 
is presi­ 
dent of Italy 
There are states in Africa today whose lead­ 
ers would have died in prison or whose par­ 
ties 
would 
have 
been 
starved out 
were it 
not for DD. 
lf it had not been for that money, the cen­ 
tralized Communist apparatus operating in the 
Caribbean, in Central and Latin America, in 
Europe and even in Asia would have toppled 
democratic governments and smashed non-Com- 
munist parties. 


IT WAS DUBINSKY who turned the AFL 
away from its traditional isolation. DD set up 
what critics now call a foreign office inside 
labor. 
It 
was 
this 
international 
free 
trade 
union departm ent which rushed moral, finan­ 
cial and even muscular aid to those under seige 
bv the Communists in post-war Berlin. West 
Germany. Frence and Italy, as well as Africa, 
which saved many a democratic leader and 
government. 
Sure Dubinskv saw to it that money and mus­ 
cle went over. So what0 A world was saved 
Now he is retiring — from his union but not 
from the struggle. He's too old a warhorse for 
that. He’s too young to retire from the world. 
He never forgot his politics at home 
He 
played it like the old poker hand he is — al­ 
most always drawing one card for a straight 
flush. 
Thus when the New York Democrats thought 
they had him in the bag with no way to get 
out. he swung the Liberal party behind John 
Lindsay 
It was this partv's vote which gave 
Mr. Lindsay the official liberal image on an 
old-line Republican ticket and thus the balance- 
of power votes. DD and his colleague. Alex 
Rose, elected John Lindsay. 
It may be that as with FDR in the ’3fts, 
and HST in the '40s and JFK-LBJ at the begin­ 
ning of the '60s, DD will have lanuched a pres­ 
ident of the '70s.

Racial Balance 


By David Lawrence 


School Policy Resentment Seen 


Resentment and bitterness are emerging in 


different parts of the country — North as well 


as South - over the efforts of the federal gov­ 


ernment to impose "racial balance 
in the 


public 
schools. 
Throughout 
debate on the Civil Rights Act 
of 1964. assurance was given 
that no attempts would 
be 
made to achieve "racial baH 
ance” in education, and that 
the 
government’s 
efforts 
would be confined to what the 
Supreme Court had ordered 
namely, 
that 
public 
schools! 
could not remain segregated 
on the ba^is of race and must D***d i«awreae» 
admit students without regard to color. 


What happens if not enough students of a par­ 


ticular race apply for admission to a schooP 


The answer is that the federal government now 


is to step In and arbitrarily order a "racial 


balance" This objective has been denied by 


governmental authorities, who insist they arr 


not trying to fix racial proportions. The new 


"guidelines.” however, which have just been 


promulgated bv the U.S. commissioner of edu­ 


cation reveal that certain percentages never­ 


theless must be attained if a school is to re­ 


ceive federal funds in the 1966-67 school year 


Under the original 
"guidelines” 
issued 
in 


April 1965. many schools in the South adopted 


what are termed "free choice” plans 
These 


were accepted by the commissioner of educa­ 


tion as fulfilling the requirements of desegre­ 


gation but the new rebulations now say: 


"A F R E E CHOICE PLAN tends to place the 


burden of desegregation on Negro or other mi­ 


nority group students and their parents. Even 


when school authorities undertake good faith 


efforts to assure its fair operation, the very na 


lure of a free choice plan and the effect of 


long-standing community attitudes often tend to 


preclude or inhibit the exercise of a truly free 


choice by or for minority group students. . . . 


“ In districts with a sizable percentage of Ne­ 
gro or other minority group students, the com 
missioner will. in general, be guided by the 
following 
criteria 
in 
scheduling 
free 
choice 
plans for review 


"I. lf a significant percentage of the students, 
such as 8 per cent or 9 per cent, transferred 
from segregated schools for the 1965-66 school 
vear, total transfers on the order of at least 
twice 
that 
percentage 
would 
normally 
he 
expected 
"2 If a smaller percentage of the students. 
such as 4 per cent or 5 per cent, transferred 
from >egregated schools for the 1965-66 school 
year, a substantial increase in transfers would 
normally be expected, such as would bring the 
total to at least triple the percentage for the 
1965-66 school year ” 


THE REGULATIONS go on to se! up various 
other percentages which would admittedly he 
used as "criteria in scheduling free choice 
plans for review " lf. after review, a particular 
plan is found not satisfactory, another plan can 
be imposed or federal funds withheld. 
Yet the Civil Rights Act of 1964 specifically 
defined the ‘'desegregation” required in public 
education 
It says 
"Desegregation means the assignment of stu­ 
dents to public schools and within such schools 
without regard to their race, color, religion. 
or national 
origin, 
hut 
‘desegregation’ 
shall 
not mean the assignment of students to public 
schools in order to overcome racial imbalance ” 
When the Supreme Court of tfw United State' 
ordered desegregation of public schools, it did 
not sav that it was requiring Integration or the 
correction of racial imbalance 


RESIDENTIAL FACTORS in a city or countv 
or parental unwillingness to send a child far 
away from the home neighborhood could also 
have been responsible for the small number 
of Negroes attending a particular school 
Ever since the 1954 decision, spokesmen for 
the government, including the late President 
Kennedy, have insisted that there was no in-1 
tention to bring about a "racial balance ” It’s 
evident that a change has just been made, ir­ 
respective of what the Supreme Court ordered 
School authorities now apparently are to he 
required by one means or another to influence 
more and more Negro parents to send their 
children to a particular school in order to 
achieve the approximate percentages set forth 
by the U S Office of Education, otherwise, the 
schools may be denied federal funds

As Unneeded 


An official of the Ohio Inspec­ 
tion Bureau at Columbus, which 
rates fire department perform­ 
ances as a guide to insurance 
companies, sees no need for re­ 
placement of East Liverpool’s 
worn - out system of f i r e 
alarms. Mayor George E. Will­ 
shaw told Council M o n d a y 
night. 
The mayor reported to Coun­ 
cil in a caucus seasion on a con­ 
ference he held with J. W. Rut­ 
ter of the inspection bureau Sat­ 
urday after attending a two-day 
meeting of the Ohio Mayors' As­ 
sociation 
Willshaw said he asked Rut­ 
ter what effect would be felt on 
East Liverpool fire insurance 
rates if the 50-year old call box 
system is not replaced.

With two more readings re­ 
quired to enact the legislation 
into law, it was supported by 
Councilmen Donna R. Wilson,, 
James I .owe, Harold Maylone 
and Robert W. Sample. Council­ 
men Frank Duffy and Norman 
Bucher opposed the measure. 
The bill raises the minimum 
fee for a street-opening permit 
from $5 to $10 If the street to 
be opened is surfaced with con­ 
crete, the permit will cost $50.; 
the legislation provides. Safety-! 
Service Director Robert E. Vod- 
rev is designated to collect the 
fees.

EARTH removed froth a street 
opening must be hauled away 
and disposed of and the trench!

All 
openings must be covered, re­ 
surfaced and open for t r a v e I 
again within seven days from 
the first excavation, lf the per- 
mit-holder fails to m e e t the 
deadline, he will be assessed a 
penalty of $5 a day. 


WHEN A surface other than 
concrete is removed, the ordi­ 
nance provides, it will be re­ 
placed by the street department 
at a charge of $18 per square 
yard, payable in advance

may perform the resurfacing 
himself, subject to sanction from 
the engineer s office. 
When the resurfacing is com­ 
pleted. it will be inspected bv 
the engineer s office.

The ordinance provides a fine 
of up to $200 for violations. 
The existing legislation p r o 
vides for replacement of torn- 
up pavement by the city, b u t 
fixes a charge of $12 a square 
yard for all types. 


DUFFY SAID he was opposed 
primarily to the fee of $50 for 
opening a concrete street. 
“I think $5 would be suffi­ 
cient,” he said. “You k n o w 
when there is a break in a wa­ 
ter or a gas line, the h o m e 
owner has to pay for the re­ 
pairs This would only add $50 
to the expense. I think ifs out­ 
rageous.” 
Sample commented that t h e 
$50 fee was proposed mainly to 
discourage persons from making 
excavations in new c o n c r e t e 
streets. Before a new cement 
street is poured, the property 
owners always are given ad­ 
vance notice so that they can 
complete any contemplated work 
on utility lines, he said.

QUESTION: How did the first sewing machine come to he 
invented!* 


ANSWER: A crude sewing machine was made in England 
in 1790. another in France, in 1830 But neither of these turned 
out to he practical. The tirst machine that really worked was 
built by a poor American machinist. Elias Howe, and was 
patented in 1845. Our picture suggest the romantic origin of 
this great invention. Howe was an industrious man. although 
in poor health. Luck seemed against him. He had great dif­ 
ficulty supporting his wife and three children. To help her 
husband. Mrs Howe took in sewing; and it was while watch­ 
ing his wife work in the evening that Howe was seized with 
the idea of inventing a machine to make sewing easier Work­ 
ing it out in his mind, he set up a machine shop in the attic 
and began to build a model Helacked money to buy materials, 
but a friend came to his help. The two produced a machine. 
Although Howe proved his machine would work, no one seem­ 
ed interested Then other began to pirate Howe’s ideas. But he 
had secured the basic patents and defeated their efforts to be­ 
come a rich and successful man. Another inventor, Isaac 
M. Singer, created the first rigid-arm sewing machine and 
improved the shuttle. He also made a large fortune.
